MADRID, March 15.—Mr. Hannis Taylor, 
United States Minister to Spain, to-day re- 
ceived the following cablegram from Wash-

Taylor, Minister, Madrid: 

This department is informed that on the 
8th inst. the United States mall steamship 
Allianca, on her homeward voyage from Co- 
lon to New York, when Six miles from the. 
coast of Cuba, off Cape Maysi, was repeat- 
edly fired upon by a Spanish gunboat with 
solid shot, which, fortunately, fell short. 
The windward passage, where this occurred. 


is the natural and usual highway for ves- | 


sels plying between ports of the United 
States and the Caribbean Sea. Through it 
several regular lines of American mail and 
commercial steamers pass weekly within 
sight of Cape Maysi. They are well known, 
and their voyage embraces no Cuban port 
of call. Forcible interference with them 
cannot be claimed as a belligerent act, 
whether they pass within three miles of the 
Cuban cost or not, and can, under no cir- 
cumstances, be tolerated when no state of 
war exists. 

This Government will expect prompt dis- 
avowal of this unauthorized act and due ex- 
pression of regret on the part of Spain, and 
it must insist that immediate and positive. 


SECRETARY GRESHAM. 
orders be given to Spanish naval command- 
ers not to interfere with legitimate Amert- 
can commerce passing through that chan- 
nel, and prohibiting all acts wantonly im- 
periling life and property lawfully under the 
flag of the United States. 

You will communicate this to the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs and urge the importance 
of a prompt and satisfactory response.

Police Do Not Row Where They 
Will Colonize Fallen Women, 


RESTRICTION NOT YET A LAW 


Rev. Dr. Boyd Says That the Measure 
Is Constitutional, as Regula- 
tion Is Not Legislation. 


The bill giving the power to the Board 
of Police Commissioners to district the 
houses of ill fame is in the hands of Gov. 
Stone with every probability that he will 
make it a law by affixing his signature. 

The bill has been pushed by the Evangeli- 
cal Alliance and the Board of Police Com- 
missioners once recommended it strongly to 
the Governor in their annual report. With 
a view to learning the action of the Board 
in locating these houses and what steps 


would be taken toward complying with the 
provisions of the measure a reporter called 
on Commissioners Fruin and Lee who were 
—— with Chief Harrigan at his 
office. 

Commissioner Lee, speaking for the 
others, said that the matter required the 
greatest care, as the selection of a loca- 
tion for the bawdy house district might 
cause great injury unless carefully made. 
On Jan. 7, he said, the board tn its report 
to the Governor, made the following recom- 
mendations bearing on the subject: 

“The City is greatly in need of the passage 
of a law, giving either the courts or the 
Police Department more power to regulate 
or confine into districts houses of prostitu- 
tion. It may be said that the law gives to 
the courts and pone the power to suppress 
prostitution, but the problem is one that we 
are unable to solve. There are to-day in 
St. Louis,including all grades of prostitution, 
probably 4,000 fallen women; more in fact, 
than enough to fill to overflowing every 

rison house in the State of Missouri. The 
Police Department has no authority to tol- 
erate, restrict, regulate, district or locate 
these people, but must under the law, ar- 
rest them constantly and bring them into 
court whenever they are complained of by 
reputable citizens, who oppose their prox- 
imity or residence in any particular section 
of the city. This licy has the effect to 
scatter these people throughout the 
dence district of the city and to spread 
vice broadcast to the discomfort, shame and 
demor tion of our citizeris. 

“The women e in this calling are 
usually poor; they are social outcasts, and 
if they are forced by constant arrests to 
discontinue their crime, they must become 
a charge upon the public, for no @mploy- 
ment is open to them, either of a manufac- 
turing or domestic character, and our pris- 
ons and public institutions are inadequate 
to hold them. Our city is not alone in this 
dilemma, for the same condition of affairs 
exists in all the larger, and most of the 
smaller cities of the world. It would appear 
that the dictates of humanity and moral- 
ity would prone our law-makers to pro- 
vide for some kind of a reformatory insti- 
tution to which the women of this class, 
still susceptible of reformation, could be

“If Gov. Stone, who is a good lawyer and 
has the courage of his convictions, decides 
that the act restricting social evil recently 
passed by the Legislature is unconstitu- 
tional he will withhold his signature, and 
the friends of act. will cheerfully sub- 
mit, for in u * to public 
order and good morals, we have no.desire to 
break the fundamental law of the State, 
and we entirely sympathize with those citi- 
zens who are very sensitive on the question 
of the constitutionality of the enactment. 
But we have this to say, that if this act Is 
unconstitutional then many other acts giv- 
ing the police authorities of the city power 
to regulate various things are also uncon- 
stitutional, notably the dramshop laws, 
which have undergone interpretation. and 
have been upheld ever since 1854 by the 
Supreme Court. ’ 

“The very roots are cut away from many 
regulative functions of the city authorities 
if to regulate evil is te legislate concerning 
it. The principle of legislation is one thing: 
the principle of regulation is quite a distinct 
thing, and the Legislature has not failed 
to grant to the police authorities of the city 
power to regulate under the very same 
principle that is embodied in this social 
evil bill. And these powers of re tion 
have been exercised by the city authorities. 

“Tf the bill, unanimously passed by the 
Legislature, does not me a law we shal? 
reach the same ends contemplated in the 
bill by another and more circuitous route. 
But we are confident that the Governor will 
sign the bill; that the Police Commissioners 
will impartially execute it, and that after a 
fair trial the good citizens of St. Louis will 

as unanimous in its favor as the Legis- 
lature was in its enactment.“ 

The measure did not have an emergency 
clause, and the authorities will have ninety 
days to comply with it after it becomes a. 
law. The promoters of the bill purposely 
omitted the emergency clause because they 
thought the police officials would have a 
difficult task to perform.

Vandalia Train Wrecked in the 
Terre Haute Yards. 


DEATH NARROWLY ESCAPED, 


Passengers and Train Crew Badly 
. Bhaken Up, but None Receive In- 


juries in Any Way Serious. 


‘The Vandalia fast West-bound passenger 
train, No. 7, Indianapolis to St. Louis, with 
six coaches filled with passengers and 
driven by the same crew that were in the 
recent Coatesville accident, was wrecked 
near the Fair Grounds, on the outskirts of 
Terre Haute, at 1:30 a. m. Friday. The ex- 
press and baggage cars were crushed to 
splinters, but the passengers miraculously 
escaped with only slight bruises. In the 
east yard of the road the accident occurred. 
The train was ten minutes late and was 
running at a high rate of speed to gain lost 
time, hen the headlight threw its light 
into the yards it was found that a switch 
engine and two cabooses were standing on 
the main track. Engineer Pat Daily re- 
versed the engine and applied the air brakes. 
This no doubt saved the lives of many 
sengers, but did mot prevent a ous 
wreck. passengers felt the train slow 
vp and an instant later there was a crash, 

nied by a sound similar to that of a 

e . The train stopped so sud- 

de that the passengers were thrown from 

their seats, many of them striking against 

the seat-backs, while others plunged head- 
NO PASSENGERS INJURED. 

There was a lively scramble for the doors, 
and in a short time all the passengers were 
on the ground, none seriously injured, but 


all more or less shaken up. It was some 
moments before the ngers recovered 
from the shock sufficiently to realize that 
there h been a wreck. Then there was 
a scramble to rescue any who might have 
been imprisoned in the ruins of the express 
and baggage cars. A glimpse of light ang a 
cry for help attracted attention to the 
former car, where the baggageman was 
trying to force open a door which had been 
tightened by the wrenching of the car. The 
door was soon burst open and the terror- 
stricken man dragged through it. 

Fully 200 yards from where the collision 
occurred were the two engines, the pony 
switch engine rearing high in the air and 
leaning against the big Pennsylvania mogul. 
The cab and tender of the yard engine 
were crushed flat and one of the cabooses 
Was on top of the entire heap. No. 7 train 
was going at such high speed that it seemed 
to pitch the smaller engine clear off the

Tolin is one of the best-known prison dis- 
ciplinarians in the United States, Rather 
under medium height, with not an ounte of 
jouperfiiucus adipose apparent, his attire, 
demeanor and physiognommy are those of 
the absolutely imperturbabié man. His 
movements are deliberate, but never uncer- 
tain; his intonations slight, but his expres- 
‘sions unmarred by the least ambiguity. He

about that he said to a party of slators 
on Saturday afternoon, immediately after 
— had entered the inner office in the ex- 
pectation that he would personally conduct 
them through the prison: 

It is time for me to dress-in a prisoner 
who came this morning. If you gentlemen 
would like to see the cerémiony you are at 
liberty to do so; otherwise I will send for 
an usher to show you the prison.“ 

The visitors followed the Captain to the 
receiving-room. He carried a small scratch 
pad and pencil, but no weapon. This room 
very closely resemblés the cell- s of 
the city police stations, but is smaller, con- 
taining but six or eight cells, and unlike 
them, has fio woodwork, but there is the 
usual high desk, a bench or two, some bun- 
dles of personal apparel carelessly put up, 
and two iron bath-tubs. The low door was 
opened by a smooth-looking mulatto of 
rather mature years and the Captain led 
the way in without remark. When the door 
had been fastened behind them, the Cap- 
tain walked forward to the high desk and 
glancing at the small memorandum book, 
made sure that but one unfortunate awaited 
his attentions. Then he turned and nodded 
to the convict turnkey. The latter ap- 
plied one of a bunch of short, bright keys 
to a padlock securing the door of the near- 
est cell and motioned the inmate forth. 
Out ducked a stocky, low-browed, sullen 
fellow, who faced the semi-circle of which 
Capt: Tolin was the center, and would have 
stepped forward, but the turnkey’s hand 
was instantly on his shoulder: “That will 


The convict-novice stopped perforee and 
Capt. Tolin, sizing him up with but a glance, 
asked: 

“What size shoe do you wear?“ 

„Seven.“ 

Tolin nodded, and the mulatto wheeled 
his tyro around. Get in there,“ said the 
convict, with just the inflection that a 
hunter might employ in ordering a worth- 
less dog to his kénn and in a second the 
low-brewed reprobate’ was again in meee 
eonfinement. Now, the mulatto left th 
room, and while he was gone Capt. Tolin 
explained the manner of recording new- 
comers. A great ledger-like e was 
brought in by another convict (Crawford, 
the Springfield bank-wrecker) and Capt. 
Tolin showed the red-printed number im the 
corner which keeps e record of admis- 
sions straight without any other precaution, 
and explained the order and meaning of the 
various features of the record: By this it 
appeared that the prisoner about to be 
dressed was Wm. Meyers, sentenced to five 
years from Clintoh County for burglary 
in the second degree and that he had been 
tried and convicted was shown by the ini- 
tials T. C.“ above the word “January,” 
indicating the term of court at which he 
had been convicted. If he had pleaded 
guilty the initials would have been PF. G.,“ 
and it was remarked that in that event 
also he would have received only three 
years. 


By this time the mulatto turnkey came 
back with the shoes, and another convict 
with the striped coat, trousers and ¢ap 
that are the mbols of infamy over the 
round globe. he prisoner was again let 
out of the cell, and although he had been 
entered as never having “done time” before, 
he sat upon the bench and undress- 
ing without a word of coaching. Nothing 
was said until he had been disrobed, an 
exercise in which the saddle-colored turn- 
key ve deft, though rough, assistance, 
and en thé Captain motioned him to the 
mat. 

The examitiation revealed that the pris- 
oner was sullen and possibly of vindictive 
disposition, for he scowled, gave monosyl- 
labic responses, and almost resisted Capt. 
Tolin’s personal inspection. Under the 
meastiring staff, he twisted his head to qe 
side, spread his feet, and did what 4. 
dared to falsify his height, until Capt. Tolin 
very. bluntly ordered him to stand square 
and lower his chin. When it came to an in- 
spection of his arms, three large tattoo 
marks were shown. He stated that he 
could read and write; that his parents were 
dead, and that he was singlé. Every an- 
swer, and all that the Captain dictated 
concerning his marks and description, 
was instantly set down in the big book by 
Crawford; and, while this was going on, 
the convict who had brought the clothing 
was sténciling the conVict'’s number upon 
the back of the trousers and the coat. This 
done, Meyers was ordered to the bath-tub, 
and was roughly and hastily bathed by the 
bare- armed turnkey. He seemed quite at 
his ease throughout the ceremony, and, in- 
deed, required no coaching at any stage o 
the exercise. He was given his stockings 
and a towel, to take back to His cell, but 
was made to put on his shirt, coat, trous- 
ers and shoes before his ovérseérs.

ing far out from the line for about every 
fifty men. At the table, the prisoners eat 
silently, perfunctorily, paying, for the most 
part, all attention to their environment, 
none to their fare. One of the noteworthy 
sights in the great dining-room is the bread - 
cutter, working at a high table, with a 
stack of loaves, each two feet in length, at 
his left hand. He uses a knife fully two 
and one-half feet in length, standing the 
pairs of loaves on end to slice them apart, 
and using both hands on handle and blade 
to cut the loaves crosswise. A dozen thick 
ery he gets out 6f each loaf, and, with the 
last downward stroke, he brushes the pieces 
off into a great basket which is held at the 
end in the hands of a server. Everything 
tells of the multiplication of hands and 
mouths. Coffee is made in huge steel tanks, 
soup in monstrous cauldrons, bread in ovens 
that almost vaults, and tatoes pre-. 
pared for boiling stand in high tubs upon 
the kitchen floor. 

In the 2 store, standard prescriptions 
are bottled for instant use, and the vials, 
containing from two to a dozen doses, are 
ranged in shallow trays upon the counter, 
ready for the sick-calis. Two competent 

harmacists in stripes are constantly busy 

hind the prescription cases, but the work 
of the dispensing clerk goes on stlently. 
Dr. rge H. Williams, the penitentiary 
physician, has a position enviablé only for 
the opportunity afforded to work out prob- 
lems in neuro! , psychology and kindred 
branches of médical science. Dr. Williams 
has the health of more than 2,200 prisoners 
in his keeping, but he bears the responsi- 
bility easily and without perceptible wear. 
His strong wards contain some of the worst 
epileptics in confinement anywhere, includ- 
ing the notorieus convict-outlaw Johnson, 
now just enter on his second twelve- 
year term for setting fire to the prison and 
celebrated as the most remorseless and 
treacherous creature in human shape that 
has ever lived inside of the walls. 

Johnson passes his time in a moderately 
spacious cell, but can not be allowed to 
exercise in the corridor because of his well 
understood homicidal propensities, although 
he is pronounced perfectly responsible men- 
tally. This prisoner seized a guard's cloth- 
ing at noontime, ran with it to the walls, 
and tried to get the guard who halted him 
to allow him to climb up, on the pretext 
that a mutiny was going on inside, and that 
he had been sent to aid the guard. Permis- 
sion to climb up being refused him, he ran 
back and fired thé shop and then, seizing a 
great knife and an tron mallet used in col- 
N he défied all efforts to extin- 
guish it. he prison hose being laid, John- 
son cut it, and then stood back and shrieked 
with laughter over the destruction and the 
dismay that followed hfs act. When the city 
fire department arrived, Capt. Tolin and 
Deputy Warden Bradbury preceded the hose 
reel to the burning shop, and not until they 
had for the third time warned Johnson that 
his life would pay the penalty of refusal to 
surrender would he throw down his weap- 
ons. He had been sent up for twelve years 
for highway robbery, and he got an addi- 
tional twelve years for that exploit. Since 
his 1 1 to the prison, he has been allowed 
but few privileges. Now he is a confirmed 
consumptive, and an effort is being made to 
secure his release on that ground. It is con- 
sidered improbable that he will be pardoned 
until it is certain that he can wreak no more 
injury upon life or property, as he is admit- 
tediy.a@ moral monster, with no vestige of 
affection, gratitude of pi j 

Dr. Williams is a skilled physiognomist, 
having had the advantage of several years’ 
residence in eleemosynary institutions, be- 
side his scientific education, acquired in 
part in the best schools of Europe. While 
the legislative delegation was inside the 
Walls, Dr. Williams had brought before 
them a man who, he says, is the ideal 
criminal, He is less than fifty years of age, 
but is serving his third term—the last two 
sentences having followed conviction in 
the Federal courts. His first crime was 
obtaining money under false pretenses, his 
second highway robbery, and his last the 
robbery of a stage coach carrying the 
United States mails. His name—at least 
that by which the prison officials have 
always known him—is „Allen, and 
his present prison number is 11,687. Allen 
is quite six feet tall, very spare, and stooped. 
The first pecullarity in his physique that 
would attract casual notice is the great 
length of his limbs, and the shortness of 
his waist: His face is 80 fleshless as to 
seem pinched; his forehead thin and re- 
treating, his nose prominent, pointed, and 
straight along the bridge, as though shaped 
by a skilled mechanic; his gray eyes are 
very small, bright, and not at all uncertain, 
and the bridge of the nose is so thin that 
they seem a scant half inch apart. His 
éars—by which Dr. Williams mainly reaches 
the finality of his eclassification—are ex- 
tremely large, thin, bloodless, and devoid 
of cartilage, and they stand out so far 
from the skull as to give Allen a really 
grotesque appearance. The chin is not 
prominent, but it does not slope back from 
the under lip, and an observer of this 
feature would never accuse Allen of want 
of courage to carry out any ordinari) 
hagardous undertaking: Studied in detail, 
Aden appears the criminal from sole to 
Sehon; observed generally, one would say 
that he was a skillful mechanic in poor 
health.

MAN AND WIFE MURDERED. 


Termination of @ Quatrel Between Ne 
Minnesota Farmers. 


DULUTH, Minn., March 15.—A horrible 
double murder occurred early this morning 
at McGregor, a small place seventy miles 
from Duluth, in Aitken County.

capital. While the gold supply in the United 
States Treasury is the most vulnerable to 
attack, in the end Europe would feel the 
drain. — 

Financial authorities claim that the in- 
demmnity could be far more easily met on a 
silyer basis. That amount of silver could be 
drawn from India and China alone without 


serious disturbance. If Japan is wise she 
will accept her indemnity in exchange on 
LofMon, Calcutta, San cisco and New 


York, properly secured and spread over a 
term of years. By so doing she will be sure 
of revenue sufficient to enable her to in- 
stitute necessary reforms in her fiscal sys- 
tem, make numerous internal improvements 
and restore the waste in her materia! re- 
sources caused by the present war. But 
there is danger that the war party in Japan 
may still be strong enough to compel the 
expenditure of the entire amount in costly 
fortifications and veesels of war, which wil! 
weigh her down and check her young but 
marvelous material dev nts.

}HIS MISTRESS’ SELFISHNESS. 


‘She Exacted of Her Private Secretary 
Duties Ranging From ‘House- 
keeping to Diplomacy. 


‘ OSBORN, Isle of Wight, March 15.—Sir 
Henry Frederick Ponsonby, Private Secre- 
tary to Queen Victoria and Keeper of the 
Privy Purse, who was stricken with para- 
lysis on Jan. 7, has been pronounced to be 
dying. 

General, the Right Hon. Sir Henry Fred- 
erick Ponsonby, is a son of the late Major 


General, the Hon. Sir Frederick Cavendish 
Ponsonby. He was rn in and served 
with the Gre ler Guards in the Crimea. 
He was Private Secretary to the Viceroys 
of Ireland, Earls of Clarendon and St. Ger- 
mans, from 1852 to 1855, and from 1856 to 1861 
— San HOEY to Prince Albert, the Prince 
onsort. 


Few people save those acquainted with 
the court and official life of Great Britain 
have any idea of the arduous work entatiled 
by such a position as that which Sir Henry) 
Ponsonby has filled as private secretary to 
Her Majesty since 1870. In addition to the 
care of the Queen's own vast private corre- 
spondence, the management of her estates 
and intimate affairs, there is scarcely a gov- 
ernment office of 1 which does not 
send every day to the | mage at which Her 
Majesty may be residing boxes of docu- 
ments, orders, warrants and directions, re- 
quiri the royal signature and immediate 
attention; and just in the same way that 
copies of all important dispatches received 
at the Fore ffice are at once forwarded 
to the Queen, 80, too, are all pers of any 
moment submitted in draft to her before be- 
ing sent abroad by the Secretary of State 
for Forei Affairs. All these papers pass 
through the hands of Her Majesty’s private 
secretary, who is necessarily a member of 
the Privy Seo since it is indispensable 
that a man intrusted with so many State

Feonal sense of duty and Honor. 


It is no secret that the members of the 
royal family, male and female, young and 
old, British and foreign, do not always get 
on well together. There are jealousies, dis- 
likes and unpleasantness of every kind, 
trouble about money matters, intrigues and 
even downright scandals. It has been Sir 
Henry’s duty to know all about these, to 
make the Queen acquainted with them ac- 
cording to his discretion, and himself to act 
on behalf of the Queen in numerous in- 
stances as mediator, peacemaker or censor. 
Many a time when he has had a hard day’s 
work he would be summoned to the Queen’s 

rivate apartments after dinner to receive 
nstructions about some more or less un- 
pleasant affair which would keep him busy 
until long after midnight. Indeed, he has 
been a sort of providence to the Queen and 
“her children, and it speaks well for his tact, 
discretion and cleverness that he should 
— invariably been regarded as such by 
them. 

It has always been Sir Henry who has 
conducted negotiations with the statesmen 
to whom the Queen has intrusted the task 
of forming an aiministration. It has been 
he who has conveyed to them her views, 
her fears and her prejudices. 

His duties did not even end here. Some- 
times after returning home, tired and ex- 
hausted after the close of some laborious 
and intricate negotiation, say with Mr. Glad- 
stone, upon matters of the greatest national 
importance, he would find himself called 
upon to write a letter in the Queen's name 
for the purpose of sending the customary 
royal gift of three guineas to a poor woman 
who had presented the nation with triplets. 
In cases where the birth had been of a four- 
fold character, the number of guineas 
would be increased to four; but before 
transmitting the money; accompanied by a 
letter invariably in Sir Henry's own hand- 
writing, it was incumbent upon him to as- 
sure himself of the fact that the triplets 
were not imaginary, a task which some- 
times involved a considerable amount of 
expenditure of time and tf muble. Then, too, 
if some collier’s wife in Wales or farmer's

EIGHT-HOUR LAW YOID. 


It Is So Decided by Illinois’ Supreme 
Court. 


MOUNT VERNON, IIL, March 15.—The 
first decision in the United States against 
the eight-hour law is now made by the IIli- 
nois Supreme Court, which holds that,the 
law passed in 1893 is unconstitutional nd 


that the section appropriating $20,000 to pay 
factory inspectors is null and void. Accord- 
ingl, the services of Chief Factory Inspector 
Florence Kelly, an assistant and ten depu- 
ties will be dispensed with. 

The rulMg as in the case of William 
E. Patchie, a suit to determine the con- 
stitutionality of the rs Assembly's act 
of 1893, To regulate e manufacturé of 
clothing, wearing apparel and other arti- 
cles in this State, afid to provide for the ap- 
pointment of State Inspectors to enforce 
the same, and to make an approrpriation 
therefor.“ 

The plaintiff's counsel held that this sec- 
tion enforced unwarranted restrictions upon 
the right to contract, while the other side 
maintained that it was a justifiable exercise 
of the State’s uolice authority. 

The court’s decision puts women on the 
same footing with men respecting contracts 
and decides that an act which abridges the 
freedom of contract between employers and 
employe in a lawful occupation is unconsti- 
tutional.

A FOREMAN TELLS ABOUT IT. 


From $1.50 a Day Wages Were Cut to 
$1.25 and Then to $1, While the 
Contractor Got 81.65. 


During the months of December, January 
and February nearly the entire appropria- 
tion for street sweeping allotted to these 
months were spent under the direction of 
Capt. Macklind in clearing off snow, ice 
an slush. For this work the contract al- 
lowed the Mueller Street Sweeping Co. 
$1.50 for eight hours’ labor of each man 
employed, and corresponding sums for 
teams, carts, etc., with 10 per cent added 


for tools and profits. 

The expenditures for this contract-clean- 
ing amounted in these three months to 
nearly $20,000. As was published in the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday, the contractor has 
been giving his men only $1 a day and has 
been compelling them to buy their own 
tools. That is, he has been pocketing 6 
cents @ day out of $1.65 allowed for labor 
and tools. 

Consequently during the three months 
named, about $6, or $7,000 was wrongfully 
diverted from the City Treasury into the 
pockets of the contractor. 

The city provided liberal wages for its em- 
ployes. The intermediary took advantage 
of the recent fi cial depression to compel 
them to acce a bare livelihood. How 
much has been paid to contractors that 
should have remained in the City Treas- 
ury or have been paid to laborers in the

There is no occasion for a war scare 
over the Allianca incident. There will 
be no war. If Capt. Crossman’s state- 
ment is correct, Spain is so clearly in the 
wrong that she cannot hesitate to make 
due apology. The jingo newspapers may 
beat the tom-toms, but the Spanish Gov- 
ernment will not be so foolish as to stake 
Cuba on such an issue. 

But the incident should not close with 
a mere apology. If he has not already 
done so, Secretary Gresham should take 
advantage of the opportunity to assert 
finally and authoritatively the doctrine 
that the United States flag protects in- 
violate every ship over which it floats. 
This doctrine was asserted when the Re- 
public was young and weak and unable 
to enforce it. We are strong enough now 
to make it a part of the law of nations. 
Upon that Secretary Gresham should 
take his stand and, if necessary, fight 
for it. 

This is a principle. The Allianca out- 
rage is a mere incident. If in vindicating 
this principle we are compelled to pluck 
from the Spanish crown its brightest 
jewel, the Pearl of the Antilles, it will 
be a gain for freedom and progress.

A REMEDY WORTH TRYING. 


An ingenious method of preventing 
bribery in municipal legislatures has been 
embodied in a bill before the Illinois 
Legislature. The kernel of the bill is the 
following clause: ; 

That any ordinance of any city or village, 
the passage of which is secured by bribery 
or by the payment or promise of payment 
to any alderman or trustee voting for tho 
passage of such ordinance of any money or 
other thing of value, or by any unlawful or 
corrupt means whatsoever, shall be null 
and void, and any and all franchises, privi- 
leges or other rights granted by the terms 
of said ordinance to any person or corpora- 
tion shall cease and determine. 


This.is a just measure. Public fran- 
chises obtained through bribery are 
„polls filched from the people and divided 
between the briber, the bribee and the 
lobbyist. It would probably be effectual 
because it would impair the security of 
the fruits of corruption which hitherto 
has been unquestioned and is an ‘essential 
element in the private sale of public 
peoperty. 7 

The remedy is worth trying.

THEN AND NOW. 

A comparison of the platform of the 
local Republican party for the elction of 
two years ago with that adopted yester- 
day affords an interesting illustration of 
the ins and outs of politics. 

Two years ago the Republicans were 
the “outs.” Under the guidance of Boss 
Filley the local convention adopted an 
all-embracing municipal platform. The 
Republican party was specifically pledged 
to honesty and economy in public ex- 
penditures; to the impartial administra- 
tion of the criminal laws; to the suppres- 
sion of jobbery in city contracts and 
the granting of franchises; to the cutting 
oft of extravagance in municipal outlay‘ 
to the removal of the “‘pull’’ and “push” 
and the reform of all branches of the 
municipal service, 

The Republicaus have been the “ins” 
for two years and the record shows the. 
value of their pledges. The administra- 
tion of criminal law has been notoriously 
abused by Republican officials. A Re- 
publican. committee has declared officially 
that extravagance is rampant in the 
municipal departments and the only 
effort at retrenchment is a lot of bills in- 
troduced in the closing days of the.ses- 
sion and just before the election. In- 
stead of insisting upon honesty in the 
service, dishonesty thas been shielded. 
The Republican “push” and ‘pull’ have 
been substituted for the Democratic 
“push” and “pull” wherever possible, and 
public funds have been freely used to 
maintain a political machine. There 
has been no diminution of franchise 
jobbing. 5 

But the local Republicans have not 
only failed to redeem their pledges, but 
have not even renewed them. Yester- 
day's platform contained not a single 
promise of municipal reform. The reso- 
lution in favor of a central market is 
the repetition of an unfulfilled pledge. 
The sounding promises of two years ago 
have, under the influence of power and 
patronage, dwindled down to the abate- 
ment of a stench in South St. Louis.

THE STATE SENATE'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Boss Filley laid the foundation for a 
strong Republican campaign when’ he 
had his local convention yesterday de- 
mand honest elections and call upon the 
Democratic majority in the Senate to 
support the Republican House in the 
adoption of better election and registra- 
tion laws. 

The Missouri Republican boss is a 
shrewd politician. He knows the value 
of the “honest election“ campaign cry. 
He knows the force of public sentiment 
on this question, which in St. Louis and 
Kansas City has resulted in the organ- 
ization of public safety committees for 
the purpose of punishing election frauds 
and securing effective laws to prevent 
them in future. 

Filley hopes to have thi@ advantageous 
position buttressed by the refusal of the 
Democratic Senate to give the people 
a better election law. This would enable 
him to hold up the Democratic party of 
the State as the friend of fraud and the 
foe of honest elections. He is eager to 
utilize this powerful political lever to 
carry the city now and the State two 
years hence. It is one of the factors in 
his scheme of Senatorial ambition. 

Whether or not this skillfully devised 
plan will be consummated depends wholly 
upon the Democratic majority in the 
State Senate. The blocking of elec- 
tion legislation there will supply the 
keystone to Filley’s campaign arch. The 
responsibility for oaonsequent disaster 
to the Democratic party in the city or 
State will rest with the Democratic Sen- 
ators and especially with those from St. 


Louis. 
This ponsibility cannot be evaded. 
Nowexcuse will mitigate the offense. The 


Democrats who are standing in the way 
of the passage of reform election and 
registration laws must stand aside.

Muruaga Surprised at the 
Language Used by Gresham. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—As soon

The Minister scanned the ‘le 
mand forwarded to Spain, commenting on 
the severity of the language that Tais

Senor Muruaga had received no copy of 
the demand from the State Department 
nor any intimation that this step had been 
or would be taken nor had any word yet 
come from the Spanish Government to him. 
As it had gone directly to United States 
Minister Taylor at Madrid to be by him 
communicated to Spain. Senor Muruaga 
said the course would be for Spain to make 
her reply to Mr. Taylor who would com- 
municate it to the State Department. 

“Will Spain apologize?“ Minister Muruaga 
was asked. 

„That remains to be seen after Spain's 
side of the story is learned,” said he. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly there will be no reply until all the 
facts are known, not alone fram Capt. 
Crossman but from the commander of the 
* gunboat alleged to have done the 

n * 


Bu in any event,“ said the Minister, 
there is another very important considera- 
tion to be observed. If the United States 
made this demand then it was essential that 
she should take steps to prevent the ship- 
ping of insurgent goods intended to be used 
against Spain. It had already been estab- 
lished that three yachts, the Lasgond. Bara- 
coa and Amadis, were loaded with insur- 
gent arms at Fernandina, Fla. They had 
been apprehended, but subsequently re- 
leased. The arms were put in a warehouse 
pending an attachment. When this was set- 
tled, Mr. Borden, in charge of them, had 
shipped them to unknown points.“ 

It was notorious, the Minister said, that 
this traffic was going on. It was essential 
that Spain should protect herself, or should 
have the protection of the United States. If 
therefore, a demand was made by the United 
States it would be opportune to consider 
what protection would be given to Spain. 

The Minister was in doubt as to how soon 
these facts could be learned, in view of the 
inability thus far to communicate with the 
Spanish warship. “When these facts are 
known,“ said the Minister, Spain will be 
able to act intelligently on the whole case, 
and not on the partial case made out by 
Capt. Crossman. Spain would undoubtedly 
rest upon the recognized principles of inter- 
national law, that a country maintained 
her sovereignty over the waters within her 
jurisdictional limits. In this respect he 
regarded the terms of the demand surpris- 
ing in asserting that interference with 
American ships cannot be claimed as a 
belligerent act, whether they pass within 
three miles of the Cuban coast or not.“ 
This he considered a denial of the recognized 
sovereignty of Spain over the jurisdictional 
waters of Cuba. 


Was THE ALLIANCE SHOT AT. 


The Spanish Minister Doubts Capt. 
Crossman’s story. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—Senor 
Muruaga, the Spanish Minister, had not 
been informed up to II o’clock to-day either 


bs his Government or by the State Depart- 
ment of the United States’ demand upon 
Spain through our Minister at Madrid. He 
was pursuing his investigations of the Al- 
lianca affair, and had received telegraphic 
and mail reports from the Governor neral 
of Cuba, all of which stated there was no 
information of the Spanish gunboat al- 
though the officials along the Eastern coast 
of Cuba, where the supposed outrage oc- 
curred, had been on the lookout. 

“For my part,“ said the Minister, this 
looks very much like a sea serpent affair. 
Every now and then a captain states that 
he has seen the sea serpent and come near 
being swallowed by it. Capt. Crossman is 
no doubt a worthy officer, but it looks very 
much as though he had had a dream as to 
seeing a Spanish gunboat.’ There are no 
affidavits as yet, and the proper course 
would be to exact affidavits from the crew 
and passengers of the Allianca and find out 
if they agreed with the statement of Capt. 
Cross man.“ 


NOTHING KNOWN AT HAVANA.

THE BELT LINE SCHEME. 


the Pending Ordinance Is a Mere 
Substitute for an Old One. 


The bill introduced in the House of Dele- 
gates last Tuesday granting a franchise to 


the Terminal Railroad Co. to construct a a 


double track froni the Merchants’ Bridge to 
the western city limits has caused much dis- 
cussion and some tall swearing among 
property owners in the North Eend. Those 
who do not keep track of such matters are 
wondering what in the world the Terminal 
Railroad Co.wants with a double track lead- 
ing from the bridge to nowhere in particu- 
lar. The route of the proposed railroad is 
from Bulwer and Carrie avenues, the point 
of intersection with the bridge appr ach. 
northward,under Broadway and alon Morin 
avenue to Natural Bridge road an 
Goodfellow avenue to the western city lim- 
its. A street railway may end suddenly at 


the jumping-off place in any direction from 


along 


the center of the city without awakening | 
any surprise. Indeed, excepting those which | 
find a terminus at some park, or other place 


of public resort, they generally do so. But 
it is quite different with a steam railroad, 
especially one whose largest business is in 
the han une of freight cars, which is the 
case with e Terminal Railroad Co., 80 
far as the — of the Merchants’ Bridge and 
adjacent tracks are concerned.

A belt line would constitute a very valu- 
able franchise.

The bill has already gone to the 
printers, and as the end of the session ap- 
proaches it must be passed in a hurry if 
the Council is to act on it by the last of the 
month. The Council at this session is on 
record against the granting of valuable 
franchises for nothing or mere nominal con- 
sideration. In almost every street railway 
bill passed the Railroad Committee has in- 
creased materially the original considera- 
tion named in the bill, and a Council bill 
for the sale by auction of such franchises 
is now pending. That bill provides that it 
shall apply to all bills seeking the occupancy 
of streets pending at the time of its passage. 
Under these circumstances it is thought 
probable that the bill will not go through 
the Council unamended.
